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gvhc credits homes, not members, 
with $44,357 prepaid on mortgage

Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation board of directors 
voted unanimously Friday night to have credit accrue to individual 
housing units rather than to individual members for the prepaid 
mortgage principal amount of $44,357 paid in 1953. 

The amount of $44,357 was paid to PHA from 1953 GVHC 
surplus income as a payment on the real estate mortgage in order 
to discharge the chattel on ranges, refrigerators, and certain other 


items. GVHC board voted in 1954 
to distribute the amount among 
the members according to amount 
of rent and/or monthly charges 
paid as an eligible member during 
1953, with each member’s propor- 
tionate amount to be used to re- 
duce the contract balance during 
the final year of the contract. 


No Figure duggiing 


The change in crediting was re- 


commended by management be- 
cause of the administrative difficul- 
ty of allocating credit due mem- 
bers who moved from one GVHC 
unit to another. By retaining the 
credit with the home, no juggling 
of figures is required. 

GVHC Manager Paul Campbell 
pointed out that the amounts in- 
volved are rather negligible in the 
individual case, ranging from per- 
haps $20 to $35 per frame unit and 
$35 to $60 per original unit. More- 
over, the benefit of this crediting 
will not be realized until 22 years 
from now, when the payments for 
the last year are shortened two 
or three months. 

Actually, Campbell added, no 
inequities will reswt, if selling 
members remember to include this 
credited amount in the value set 
upon their perpetual use lease. 
_.The..board,.in approving the new 
method, directed that future 
amortization cards sent out for 
each housing unit include a nota- 
tion of the amount of credit in- 
volved, and that the management 
in its sales and purchase opera- 
tions also give recognition to the 
credit due. 

Lastner Paves Way 

Director Frank Lastner reported 
that the way has been cleared for 
the State Roads Commission to 
rebuild Greenbelt road into a 4- 
lane highway. As a result of the 
Department of Interior’s granting 
of a 30-ft right-of-way along the 
south side of Greenbelt road, the 
state has incorporated the road 
into its highway system. 

Lastner did not know when re- 
paving and widening work would 
Start. He stated that, according 
to Norman Pritchett, chief engi- 
neer of the State Roads Commis- 
sion, action may depend on final 
plans for the intercounty beltway. 
Latest plans call for the beltway 
to go under the Washington-Balti- 
more parkway. 

Due to a misunderstanding of 
the specifications required by GVHC 
for its fuel of] contract, the Gulf 
Corporation withdrew its low bid 
for furnishing No. 2 fuel oil for 
the 1956-57 heating season. The 
board granted the contract to 
Southern Sates Cooperattive ag 
the next how bidder. 

At Hans Jorgensen’s suggestion, 
the board moved to have a picnic 
for GVHC employees and families. 
Time and place to be decided later. 
The board also approved Campbell's 
suggestion that a flagpole be erected 
at the Administration dullding on 
Hamilton pl.

gcs elects board 
delays changes 


Greenbelt Consumer Services, at 
its annual corporation meeting 
Tuesday evening, re-elected all 
five incumbent directors running 
for the board, approved by-law 
amendments removing the one- 
million dollar limitation on the 
amount of stock the co-op can 
issue and changing the method 
of voting undirected proxies, and 
recessed until Friday, July 13, af- 
ter tabling the vote on two pro- 
posed changes in GCS’ charter. The 
secretary of the co-op congress 
held 2530 proxy ballots, all of 
which he voted in favor of the 
motion to table the charter-change 
vote. 

Additional proxy votes on the 
charter changes, which would 
raise from one million to fifty 
million dollars the limit on stock 
the co-op can issue and remove the 
one-thousand dollar limitation on 
stock purchases by any individual, 
will be received until the July 13 
meeting, 8 pm. at the Takoma 
Park GCS meeting room. Chang- 


_.ing the charter ..requires a vote of. 


one half of the membership (about 
4000 votes) a,t least two thirds of 
them in favor. 

Elected to the board were: Bier- 
wagen - 1707; Bonham - 1760; Hull- 
1725; Oosterhaus - 1680; Rosenz- 
weig - 1363. 

Thurston, with 887 votes, was 
not elected. Approximately 50 
members attended.

nts ed the questions of councilmen to their apparent satisfaction. 


So closely in accord were the 
concept of the council and Giau- 
que, that it was indicated by city 
manager Charles McDonald that 
he felt the “Master Plan”, om 
which the council has worked @ibi- 
gently for the past three months, 
was far enough advanced that -. 
except for a few minor adjust- 
ments - the two plans were vir- 
tually in accord. 

The council then directed Mc- 
Donald to work out with Giauque 
a convenient time for him to ap- 
pear before a special session in 
order that the differences in the 
two plans might be “ironed out”, 
and the “Master Plan” firmed up 
for final approval. a 

There was a second reading’ 
and final passage of a resolution 
to amend a city ordinance provid- 
ing stop signs at the junctions of 
secondary streets and Greenbelt’s 
arterial highways - ie. Crescent, 
Scuthway, Ridge, etc. 


McDonald submitted his resigna- 
tion as Director of Civil Defense 
for the City, citing press of other 
duties as his reason for quitting 
the post. The council unanimously 
accepted the resignation, and de- 
ferred until a later date, the ap- 
pointment of a successor to thie 
important post. 


The question of a franchise for 
the Washingten Gas Light Com- 
pony in Greenbelt was not dis- 
cussed due to lack of sufficient 
data. The question was carried 
over for future consideration. 


Mrs. Jane Hunt appeared before

In view of your “Psychopathic” communication in last week’s News 
Review, (few newspapers would have printed such a diatribe) I feel im- 
‘ pelled to set the record straight. To begin with, we would be happy to 

have you lecture us, as you suggested, on “what constitutes a newspaper, 

what is meant by objective reporting, and what is meant by editorial 
responsibility”, if, in turn, you will allow us to lecture you on what con- 
_ Stifues a cooperative and what it means to be a co-op board member. 
You have accused the News Review of many unspeakable things, but I 
confess I was most shocked at your statement that the paper “enjoys a 
monopoly in local news coverage. and enjoys a captive audience.” As 
a co-op board member I thought you knew that “monopoly” and “captive 
eudience” were two phrases which GCS has voided like the plague for 
@ good many years. You see, it is written into the GCS leases that no 
competing businesses may open within a half mile of the Center - and 
since there was no other commercial property in Greenbelt, this meant 
that for years GCS has enjoyed a virtual -- whoops, I almost said it. 
Fortunately, these leases run, out in October, and in view of your 
obvious antipathy to monopolies, I am sure you will agree that the 
sdivent of new businesses will be healthful and stimulating for the 
community. As for the newspaper business, the only restriction in- 
hibiting other newspapers from establishing here is financial. It is 
apparent that a community with only one commercial organization is 
@ poor risk, particularly if such an organization were to use its adver- 
tising as a club to control editorial policies. Of course, a co-op would 
mever resort to such conduct, would it? But even though there are no 
ether papers here, there is a GVHC Newsletter and a GCS Bulletin -- 
oth of which are dedicated to bringing the truth to their members. 
¥ wonder though, do you suppose the GCS Bulletin would publish 
eriticism of the co-op? Really, Al, in all honesty, which organization 
more nearly resembles a monopoly? 

You commented on an editorial entitled “Long Overdue” by stating

that GCS board meetings are always open to the membership and are: 


well published, and you concluded that the editors of the News Review 
suffer from “psychopathic myopia.” For the life of me, Al, I can’t 
see what the one thing has to do with the other. You rambled on about 
mther things in the same paragraph, but you never came to grips with 
fhe whole point of the editorial - namely, a forthright answer to the 
Volckhausen charges - an answer which is still “long overdue.” And 
Raving completely distorted the meaning of the editorial, you accuse 
the newspaper of “a penchant for distortion.” 

Regarding another editorial, you accuse us of attacking the GCS 
managerial staff as “carpetbaggers” (your word - not ours) and defend 
€hem'tn the grounds that they put in far more time than an “ordinary 
commercial enterprise’ would get from its employees. (Hére you 
tacitly recognize that GCS is not an “ordinary commercial enterprise”, 
about. which more later.) They do this, you say, because of their 
“devotion to the co-op, to Greenbelt, if you please. . .” 

Both statements are subject to challenge, and if you will furnish 
the figures as to the number of hours of work and the respective rates 
of pay, I will name three people to every one of yours who work longer 
ours for less money - and for “ordinary commercial enterprises.” 

But be that as it may, are you implying that in working for the 
-e¢o-op they are also working for Greenbelt - that what is good for GCS 
is good for Greenbelt? You will forgive me if I point out that some 
of us believe otherwise, and>that we should like to see the emphasis 
eeversed. You must admist that the co-op is no longer synonymous 
with Greenbelt - and it must be obvious even to you that what may 
be good for the co-op in Wheaton is not necessarily good for Greenbelt. 
As a matter of fact, it can be no other way - the managerial staff must 
ewe its first allegience to the co-op and must make its decisions in the 
context of what’s good for the co-op, even if such decisions sometimes 
operate to the detriment of the community. But it is the business of 
the community to protect its interests, and of a newspaper to point out 
the dangefs. With all due respect, Al, we commend the managerial 
staff for the zeal they display in promoting the co-op, but we reserve 
for the residents, represented by a municipal government, the right to 
decide what’s good for Greenbelt. 

As you so rightiy point out, the question of a parking space for 
. the enlarged supermarket is a case in point.. We believe GCS should 
pay for it, not the city, and have so stated. But how can you in good 
¢omscience charge that our “editorial courage is dependent on expected 
financial rewards?” ‘This is a low blow, since you know very well that 
we have never sacrificed our principels for financial security. If we 
fhad been willing to sell out for cash, you and I would be bedfellows today. 

You say you trust that Greenbelt wil expand whie keeping its 
essential quality as a planned community. Yet you actively participated 
-im the consummation of the gas station, a long step toward butchering 
the “planned community.” And as justification, we are told by GCS 
spokesmen such a step was vital in order to save the community from 
the danger of a monopoly by another gas company. Is there no end 
to such double-talk? 

The whole tenor of your communication, Al, brings up the much 
Yarger question of the co-op’s relations with its members. You say 
im one breath that the co-op is not an “ordinary commercial enterprise”, 
and yet you comfort yourself in much the same manner as any other 
business. Indeed, we have witnessed over the years a gradual deteriora- 
tion of co-op principles, sacrificed on the altar of “profit.” I do not 
minimize the worthiness of the profit motive, but GCS has magnified it 
to the detriment of service and I believe the two motives should be 
giaced in proper perspective. In the course of time, GCS has lost the 
spirit of compromise, so essential to the function of a democratic society, 
and the major symptom of this loss is reected in your refusal to 
acknowledge criticism. This is the final, grim irony - that in a@ co- 
operative society, which started out as an expression of democracy in 
action, self-criticism is ruthlessly quashed and the potential value 
of a loyal opposition deliberately ignored. Do you think that you aone 
are interested in the welfare of the co-op? Or the board alone? Or 
management alone? We are as much concerned with the progress and 
future of the co-op as you. Do you think the membership exists to 
approve your actions by unanimous decision? How can you, with such 
colossal arrogance, accuse us of “attempting to tear the co-op down, to 
sow dissension among the members and to discredit every forward step 
which the co-op takes or contemplates taking?” Are you implying 


that your decisions are all “forward steps’? If we disagree with these 


contemplated steps, would you have us be silent? If we believe. the . 


co-op should move in another direction ,would you have us be silent? 


We are as much a part of the co-op as you or any other member and we - 


are also interested in making it a better co-op. And we believe the 
board is making a shambles of the co-op spirit in Greenbelt. This is 
why so many of the old cooperators are sick at heart. It is saddening 
and humiliating to see the board brush all criticism aside by deriding, 
even vilifying, the critics. We are sickened at the spectacle of a 
board which has turned on so dedicated a cooperator as Volckhausen, 
becuse, weary and heartsick, he had the temerity to criticize. We are 
degraded when the board consistently refuses to recognize criticism and, 
instead, labels all its critics as “psychopathic”, or “reactionary” or just 
plain “lunatics.” 

Thre should be room in a co-op for all points of view, and every 
voice should be heard in the decision-making process. Out of the crucible 
of controversy and through the thoughtful analysis of criticism, rea- 
sonable men make progress in a democratic environment. To be sure, 
there is progress of a sort in an autocratic society - and we believe GCS 
is dangerously close to that state. But we prefer the democratic ap- 
proach to the resolution of our problems, or, if you please, the cooperative 
way. Accordingly, we intend to continue to make our views known 
from time to time, and if you happen to disagree, we expect you'll call 
us names again.
